New York, August 24.—Edward H. 
Harriman, genius of finance, leader of 
men and master organizér of wqilroad 
systems, came back to the United 
States today while the financial world 
stood on its tiptoes and anxiety and 
expectancy. 

He came back as he left, on June 
last, a_ sick, tired man, seeking 
health. Tonight, surrounded by his 


| family and physicians at his magnifi- 


cent, thought uncompleted, summer 
home at Arden-on-the-Hudson, he has 
begun the “after cure” which he needs 
after the enervating baths and dietetic 
treatment he underwent at the Aus- 
trian resort, Bad-gastein. 

How long it will be before he re- 
sumes the active direction of his vast 
railroad interests depends solely upon 
his health. He arrived today feeble, 
face gaunt and voice weak. “And I 
have come home,” he said, ‘for a cure 
and not for work.” 

Remarkable Home-coming. 

Many great Americans have return- 
ed to their country’s shores under ex- 
traordinary circumstances, but never 
has there been a more remarkable 


home-coming of a private citizen than 
E. H. Harriman's. Great stock’ mar- 
ket operators paused as his ship drew 
near, the stock market itself marked 
time and the industrial world turned 
its eyes seaward, as it were, eager for 
a glimpse of the face of the man 
whose illness abroad has furnished 
much material for stock market ru- 
mors. 

Contrary to expectations, the finan- 
cler did not leave the Kaiser Wilhelm 
II down the bay, but remained on 
board until the vessel docked at Ho- 
boken. Then, after being assisted 
ashore, he boarded a Southern Pacific 
tupg and was taken to Jersey City, 
where he was again assisted to his 
private car. From there the trip was 
quickly made up the Hudson to his 
mountain home at Arden. 

Although he flashed ashore a brief 
message of optimism, and conversed 
for a time with interviewers after 
tre Kaiser's arrival at quarantine un- 
til he had landed, it was not until he 
had been transferred from Hoboken to 
Jersey City, and placed comfortably 
in his private car that Mr. Harriman 
talked freely about himself, his health 
ard his hopes of early recovery. 

On a Couch, Pale ang Enftebied. 

Then, reclining on a couch, pale and 
enfeebled, but with his usual ontimism 
and tenancity of mind, he talked to 
an audience of more than a score of 
newspaper men  0before leaving for 
Arden. 

He began by apologizing for his re- 
cumbent position, while talking, say- 
ing that while he had taken his meals 
regularly all the way over, just be- 
fore he reached quarantine today he 
was attacked with nausea. This, he 
said, necessitated his lying down. Mr. 
Harriman discussed things trivial and 
pertinent, and spoke lightly of the 
ti. ing ordeals his physicians had pre- 
scribed for him abroad. 

“lL am entirely satisieqd with ‘my 
trip abroad, as far as my health js 
concerned,” he said, “and I have noth- 
ing on my mind except to come home 
and take the ‘after cure.’ I lost ten

Had Clashed With Officers. 

Wade came to Monroe recentiv from 
Pin. Pluff, Ark. He was accompanied 
by several other negroes, and they 
commenced to make trouble for the 
local police soon after they arrived. 
It was alleged that they were members 
of a society in Arkansas which had as 
its object revenge for all injuries done 
the black race. As a result, these ne- 
groes clashed with the police on many 
occasions, and twice recently they 
have exchanged shots with officers. It 
was also charged that Wade was heard 
to say that no white man was going 
to shoot him. No more attention was 
paid to him, however, until he started 
on his wild rampage. 

At the store where Wade bought 
the box of shells the clerk says that 
the negro asked for buckshot. He gave 
him birdshot by mistake. This mis- 
take probably saved the lives of a 
score or more of men. 

The negro, after purchasing the 
gun, took a position in the arcade of 
the Bank of Commerce, at Grant and 
Desiard streets, the most prominent 
corner in the city. His first shot was 
directed at J. J. Jordan, cashier of 
the bank, who was approaching 
bullding. He misseq Jordan, but the 
load struck George McCormick, who 
was close enough to the negro to have 
his arm badly shattered, in spite of 
the small shot. It may be necessary 
to amputate the arm. 

- The first shot brought many mer- 
chants and clerkKs out on the © street, 
and the negro then began to fire in 
their direction. As fast as he dis- 
charged his gun he would step back 
into the arcade, reload, reappear and 
renew his fire. 

Second Many Shot. 


The second man wounded was Dep- 
uty Sheriff Grant, who was shot be- 
fore he coulq draw a weapon. Simon 
Marks, af Tuskegee, Ala., came out 
of his brother's. clothing store 
to see what the trouble was and 
received a load of shot in the breast. 
Patrolman Bigger, who had been at- 
tracted by the shooting, ran toward 
Wade and was shot down, but arose 
and emptied his revolver at the negro. 
It is believed that one of Bigger’s 
shots took effect. The negro contin- 
ued to fire into the crowd, wounding 
many of them, when Mayor Fosythe, 
Manager Edward Stannard, of the lo- 
2£al Western Union office, and Daniel 
McLeod came up apd returned the 
fire, Wade finally falling as a result 
of the fatal wound in the heart. 

Mayor Pleads With Mob. 


After the body of the negro had 
been cut down from the pole on which 
it was swung, a crowd of men. and 
boys proposed that it should be burn- 
ed. It had already been dragged to 
@ near-by square and coal oil poured 
over it, when Mayor Forsythe went 
to the square ahd demanded that the 
body be turned over to tke authori- 
ties. He was courteously waved aside 
and the torch was applied. In a few 
minutes nothing remained but a heap 
of ashes and bones. 

Several hours later Tom Wilford, a 
necro, was shot in a lunch room near 
the city market housé.~ It is not defi- 
nitelvy know whether or not this shoot- 
ing formed any sequel to the disorders 
earlier in the day. Nobody knew any- 
thing after the shooting except that

24—A marvelous _ prolonged 
high flight of 30 kilometers (18% 
miles) in a. twenty-knot.- breeze by 
Paulham, and the establishment of a 
new world’s record for ten kilometers 
at the rate of 74.818 meters (16 miles) 
an hour, by Bleriot, were the features 
of the aerial race meeting today.

- The president 
was accompanied also by distinguish- 
ed officers. of. the French and British 
armies. His presence stimulated the 
Sky pilots. and a dozen machines were 
brought out on the field, but a ma- 
jority of them were unable to battle 
against the wind. 

Young Bunau-Varilla, however, with 
his machine plunging like a ship ina 
stormy sea, Managed to navigate the 
turbulent air currents for one round 

Paulham’s Daring Flight. 

Then Pautham. who already had 
won @ reputation for courage and en- 
durance, began his thrilling flight. He 
made the first two rounds at an alti- 
tude of 250 feet, but ascending in front 
of the tribunes as he entered the third 
‘circuit, he reached a height of be- 
tween 400 and 500 feet. The specta- 
tors gazed aloft in admiration, min- 
xled with horror. and as they watched, 
the bi-plane struck what seemed a 
dangerous angle.

Why He Flew High. 

“Why did you go so high?’ 

“Because,” said the aviator. “in 
height lay security.

35 2-5 seconds. 

Superb Flight by Latham.

She seems absolutely oblivious to 
temporal affairs. and busies herself 
all the time writing passages from the 
scriptures, making dire prophecies and 
writink down the names of people 
whose lives. she declares, are not 
right and who wil) surely be cut off 
from the mercey of God. 

Hundreds have visited the home of 
the woman, including same of the most 
intelligent professional men of the 
city, but as yet no one has been able 
to explain the phenomena. Every de- 
vice has been tried to surprise or 
shock the woman, hoping to discover 
whether or not she is feigning, but as 
vet without success.

To Build New Lines, 

Mr. Harriman would not say just 
what new undertakings he proposed.

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CORPORATION TAX 


|’ Lehman Says That the Trusts 


CEN SUPPORT 


/By President of American 
Bar Association. 


In His Address to the Lawyers 


Can Only Be Reached by the 
Taxing Power of the Govern- 
ment,

Detroit, Mich., August 24.—The thir- 
tvy-second annual meeting of the 
American Bar Association opened here 
today with the réading of the presi- 
dent’s address by Frederick W. Leh- 
mann. of St. Louis. Mr. Lehmann 
dwelt mainly on the noteworthy 
changes in statute law made in the 
State and by congress during the year. 

“The excise tax upon corporations 
imposed at the special session of con- 
gress has a significance far beyond its 
revenue features.” said President Leh- 
mann. “It is of highest importance 
as the opening door to regulation 
which will broaden with the years,” 
said Mr. Lehmann. “There is in this 
no invasion of merely private affairs. 
A business conducted by corporate 
methods is not a private business. Cor- 
porate powers are not natural rights 
and the general welfare is the only 
justification for the grant of them. 
The right of public supervision § in- 
heres in them and is as broad as the 
interests that may be affected.” 

Trusts Are Obsolete. 

Mr. Lehmann declared that the trust 
is obsolete. “Nobody is so ignorant 
or so deflant of law as to think of 
forming one,” said he. “And it igs very 
easv to do much better. Out of the 
ashes of the ‘trust’ has sprung the 
holding company, the ‘trust’ in an im- 
proved, perfected form. The holding 
company does and is designed to do 
exactly what was done by the ‘trust,’ 
and does it more efficiently. Is it 
under the ban of the law? Certainly 
not in all of the state. 

“But the holding company is not 
the full and final development of in- 
dustrial combination,’’ continued Mr. 
Lehmann. “This is reached in the 
single corporation with unlimited 
power of capitalization and direct 
ownership of the business and prop- 
erties with which it deals. Here is 
eliminated even the disturbing element 
of minority interests in constitutent 
companies. Yet states which  pro- 
hibit ‘trusts’ and assume to prohibit 
monopolies, set no. bounds to the cap- 
italization of their corporations or fix 
the limit so high that under it many 
industries completely en- 
Zrossed.

No Faith in Benevolent Despotism. 

“The result of such legislation is 
simply to prevent combination where 
the appearance of competition is main- 
tained and to sanction it where the 
combination is open, avowed and most 
effective. That certainlv was not the 
popular Purpose. The movement 
against ‘trusts’ was against the mo- 
nopoly of industry or business, howe 
ever accomplished, and the more thor- 
oughly it was done, the freater was 
the objection to it. The assiirance that 
the economies resulting from combina- 
tion would cheapen production and 
that this would go to the benefit of 
the consumer was never accepted. Our 
people have no faith in a benevolent 
despotism.

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ALABAMA SOLONS 
CLOSE SESSION 


Many Drastic Prohibition 
Bills Passed, 


Special Session of the Alabama 
Legislature Adjourns --- Com- 
pulsory Education, Biennial 
Sessions and Ceunties Amend- 
ment Fail. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 24.—The 
Special session of the Alabama legisla- 
ture, which adjourned, tonight, after 
twenty-two working days, accome 
plished the chief purpose for which it 
was called by passing the most drastic 
laws ever passed by any 
state, and capping the laws by sub- 
mitting to the people an amendment to 
the constitution prohibiting the sale or 
manufacture of intoxicants in Ala- 
bama. The election will be held the 
last week in November. 

it is eonceded that the minority 
inembers of the legislature remained 
holding to the 
view that the more radical the prohi- 
bition legislation the sooner the laws 


“would be repealed. Thus it was that 


little opposition fell in the way of the 
crastic laws. 
Three Bills Fail. 

Governor Comer, in his call for the 
éxtra session, urged a compulsory edu- 
cation law, and the submission of a 
constitutional amendment for btennial 
sessions of the legislature, and the 
creation of new counties. 

These three ideas failed, the educa- 
tional bill and the counties’ amend- 
ment being defeated, and the biennial 
sessions proposition not being intro- 
duced. | 

At least ten prohibition measures 
passed. Under the new laws a 
person may not have liquor anywhere 
but his home. Keeping it at other 
made prima facie evidence 

is for Sale. Prosecu- 
to be made before chancel- 
lors, and not juries, and state attor- 
neys anq sheriffs may be impeached 
for failure ta execute the laws. For- 
eign corporations may not do busi- 
ness of any kind in Alabama if it 15 
shown that they sell or manufacture 
liquors in other states. 

Pure Food Laws Passed. 

New pure food and drug laws were 
passed; the state is given a complete- 
ly new jury system, designed to ald 
prohibition prosecutions, and many 
changes were made in the civil code. 

Few ratlroad measures were passed. 
Many of those passed by other legis- 
latures were repealed or amended to 
meet the opinions of federal courts. 

The drastic prohibition bill of Mr. 
Fuller was returned to the legislature 
today by Governor Comer, with 
amendments correcting its phraseology 
which were approved by both houses. 

The conference committee raised to 
consider amendments modifying the 
Tarrant ‘bill, aimed at social clubs, re- 
perted in favor of the amendments and 
the report was adopted. The amend- 
ments allow games in clubs, when not 
played for money, and exempt clubs 
from taxes up to $2,000.

Interstate Body’s Power 
Over Rates Curtailed. 


Mies States Circuit Court De- 
cides for Railroads in Missouri 
River Rate Case, Declaring 
the-Commission Cannot Make 
Rates--Judge Baker Dissents.

Chicago, August 24.—Manufacturers 
and producers generally of the terri- 
tory lying between Buffalo, Pittsburg 
and Parkersburg on the east and the 
Mississippi river on the west are re- 
garded as the greatest beneficiaries 
by the majority decisign of the United 
States circuit court here today per- 
manently enfoining the interstate com- 
merce commission from enforcing its 
seaboard-Missouri river through rate 
in the famous Missour! river rate case. 

Commission’s Power Curtailed. 

The opinion of Judges Grosscup and 
Kohlsaat (Judge Baker dissenting), if 
sustained by the supreme court of the 
United States, will greatly curtail the 
power of the commission over trans- 
portation rates, restricting it to a sort 
of police court adjudication of specific 
cases of alleged discrimination. The 
rate-making power remains in the 
hands of the railroads. 

The Missouri river + cities, which 
would have profited had the commis- 
sion’s order been allowed to go into 
effect, benefit by the court’s ruling in 
the Denver rate case. In the latter, 
a temporary restraining order was 
issued. 

This case and the Missouri river 
case are similar in principle, the Den- 
ver case concerning the commission's 
order of a new and reduced through 
rate between Chicago and St. Louis to 
Denver. 

The commission's order of June 24, 
1908. reduces the rate on first-class 
freight from the seaboard (east of 
Buffalo, Pittsburg and Parkersburg) 
to Missouri river points from $1.48 to 
$1.39. The order was issued upon rep- 
resentation of ‘ke Missouri river in- 
terests, manufacturers and jobbers 
chiefl® that the seaboard rate of $1.15 
to Minheapolis and St. Paul was a dis- 
crimination against them inasmuch as 
the Twin Cities, using the cheaper 
water rate of the Mississippi oats, 
were able to undersell in their own 
territory on articles coming originally 
from the seaboard. 

Senboard Shippers Share. 

The seaboard shipper shared in the 
profit over his competitors in central 
traffic territory who would not share 
in the reduced rates. 

According to aroused 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, 
and other central traffic cities, the or- 
der was a rank discrimination, cal- 
culated to ruin their industries. They 
not aroused, however, by the 
Denver case. This case was the Mis- 
sourl river case over again, save 
that central traffic points and Denver 
would reap the benefit of a 23-cent re- 
duction in the through rate, which the 
points would not en- 
river interests were to 
be protected against the middie west, 
and Denver against the Missouri 
river.

They held that in originat- 
ing the through rates at issue the 
commission had greatly exceeded its 
powers. 

Judge Baker Dissents. 

In dissenting. Judge Baker dis- 
cussed this point at length, declairng 
that the commission, in ordering the 
through rates, had done nothing more 
than the railroads have always done. 

As the railroads were extended west, 
he said, new through rates were con- 
stantly made, and these rates were 
tess than the joint rates. He declared 
that had the commission not acted, 
the railroads would, In time, with the 
growing wealth of the trans-Missouri 
country. have followed _ their own 
precedents and made a through rate 
from the seaboard to the Missouri. 

“Surely, if the railroads have this 
power,” Judge Baker argued, “the 
commission likewise has it. If this 
‘power is too dangerous to be in the 
hands of commissioners, bound: by the 
sanctity of their oaths, did congress 
desire to leave it in the hands of un- 
bridled corporations? 

“Tf congress cannot constitutionally 
make a general declaration that the 
rates shall be reasonable,” Judge Ba- 
ker continued, “and not unjustly dis- 
criminatory, and then trust an e@x- 
executive body to hear evidence, the 
power of congress over rates would 
be worthless, for it would be utterly 
impracticable for congress itself to 
meet enactments to cover the specific. 
instances.”
